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PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE COUNTY BOARD 
OF SUPERVISORS 


The county board of supervisors 
met in regular session in the court¬ 
house at Redwood City last Monday. 

The following is a portion of the 
business disposed of: 

The report of County Horticultural 
Commissioner Newton A. Peck showed 
that he had inspected during the 
month 14,599 trees, shrubs and plants, 
of which number 2000 were found in¬ 
fested with common “Mealy bug” and 
were disinfected by fumigation. 

On motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor MacBain, it 
was ordered that Mr. Peck be allowed 
to use his own judgment in the mat¬ 
ter of attending the meeting of the 
state association of the county horti¬ 
cultural commissioners, also the fruit 
growers’ convention. 

The horticultural laws of the state 
require the county commissioner’s 
presence at these meetings, but owing 
to the many importations arriving at 
the present time, requiring inspection, 
the duties of the officer would suffer 
considerably if the commissioner were 
absent. 

The report of Traffic Officer M. P. 
Brown was received and ordered filed. 

The report of J. H. Eubanks, super¬ 
intendent of the county farm and 
hospital, showed that he had taken 
care of fifty-two inmates during Sep¬ 
tember, ten of whom were discharged 
and four died. 

A communication from John Flynn, 
superintendent of Holy Cross ceme- i 
tery, in regard to the delay in the 
completion of the county road leading 
up to the cemetery, was ordered filed. 

A communication from the Raisch 
Improvement Company of San Fran¬ 
cisco, notifying the board that a claim 
held against Sonnichsen & Ritchey, 
the contractors, had been fully paid, 
was ordered filed. 

A communication from the state 
board of control relative to a renewal 
application for state aid for a half 
orphan was ordered referred to the 
county auditor. 

A communication was received from 
the inland waterways association of 
California, asking for a renewal of 
the county’s membership subscription 
of $50 for 1916. The communication 
was ordered filed. 

The chamber of commerce of San 
Diego county addressed a communi¬ 
cation to the board, inviting them to 
attend the annual convention of the 
California development board, which 
is to be held in the above city on No¬ 
vember 12th and 13th. The communi¬ 
cation was ordered filed. 

A communication was received from 
the George H. Irving Company, peti¬ 
tioning the board's permission to open 
and replace a trench across the 
county road for the purpose of laying 
a twelve-inch sewer pipe in continua¬ 
tion of the sewer line from the Red¬ 
wood Highlands property on James 
street to connect with the sewer main 
of the town of Redwood. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
matter was referred to County En¬ 
gineer Neuman. 

The following bids were opened for 
the construction of a concrete culvert 
at Millbrae: 

A. Mattson, $854.20; Harry Morey & 
Sons, $808.75. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
contract was let to Morey & Sons, 
they being the lowest bidders. 

The following bids per foot were 
opened for the construction of 25,600 
lineal feet of guard fence on San 
Pedro mountain: Frank Richardson, 
$.254; Paul K. Jones, $.255; Demmitt 
& Karg, $.245; A. D. McLellan, $.28; 

J. B. Fleming, $.27; Brayant & Rit¬ 
chey, $.19; William Monk, $.267, 
Standard Fence Company, $.275; An¬ 
derson Bros. & Johnson, $.23. 

The contract was awarded to Bryant 
it Ritchey, the lowest bidders, on mo¬ 
tion of Supervisor MacBain, seconded 
by Supervisor Brown. 

L. B. Jones, in charge of the squir¬ 
rel extermination work in the county, 
submitted a lengthy report, showing 
the progress of the campaign carried 
on, the number of acres inspected, 
the number of demonstrations given 
and the cost of conducting the cam¬ 
paign. 

After considerable discussion by the 


board as to the advisability of con¬ 
tinuing the campaign, it was ordered, 
on motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Thompson, 
that Jones be left in charge of the 
work during the month of November, 
at the end of which time he is to 
bring in an itemized report of ex¬ 
penditures incurred in carrying on 
the work, and is to make no further 
purchases of material. 

An ordinance governing traffic on 
San Mateo county highways and the 
use of such highways for cultivation 
and irrigation was presented and read, 
and, on motion of Supervisor Mac¬ 
Bain, seconded by Supervisor Brown, 
was adopted on roll call, all members 
voting aye. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
clerk was instructed to advertise for 
bids for constructing guard rails on 
the La Honda road. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Casey, it was 
ordered that the fair commissioners 
be authorized to sell the county’s in¬ 
terest in the moving picture business 
and other belongings connected with 
the exhibit of the county at the fair, 
also to turn over the Ford automobile 
to the board for the use of the county 
farm. 

The board canvassed the returns of 
the special election held October 26th, 
on the proposed constitutional amend¬ 
ments. The tally sheets were care¬ 
fully examined and the total vote on 
each amendment was ascertained and 
declared as follows: 

No. 1. Direct primary law—For 
1239, against 1453. 

No. 2. Form of ballot law—For 
1167, against 1441. 

No. 3. Term of superior judges— 
For 557, against 2051. 

No. 5. Rural credits—For 1095, 
against 1435. 

No. 6. Deposit of public moneys— 
For 914, against 1578. 

No. 7. Initiative and referendum— 
For 1238, against 1261. 

No. 8. Condemnation of public 
purposes—For 948, against 1538. 

No. 9. Taxation—For 463, against 
2069. 

No. 10. Exempting property from 
taxation—For 851, against 1775. 

No. 11. County charters—For 868, 
against 1619. 

The board adjourned at 12:30 
o’clock, to meet again Monday, No¬ 
vember 8th.

During the latter part of the mid¬ 
dle ages the saltcellar was the most 
conspicuous object on the table. It 
was always placed in the center of 
the long table at which the house¬ 
hold gathered, my lord and lady, 
family and guests being at one end 
and the servants and retainers at the 
other, and in this way one’s social 
position was at once apparent, the 
“gentle folk” sitting “above the 
salt” and the yeomandry below it. 
Among the wealthy the saltcellar 
was of gold or silver. Benvenuto 
Cellini chased some for Francis I 
that were of the most exquisite 
workmanship, and at the Louvre may 
be seen several rich specimens of 
saltcellars in faience and the famous 
set made at Orion for Henry I.

i GREEK ARRESTED FOR 

THREATENING ANOTHER GREEK 

Upon the complain of James Koutris 
of this city, Justice of the Peace 
George E. Seely of Redwood City is¬ 
sued a warrant for the arrest of 
Theodores Alexopulos, who is charged 
by Koutris with assaulting him with 
a deadly weapon. The assault hap¬ 
pened in this city a few days ago, but 
Koutris failed to notify the officers 
here. 

Officer W. P. Acheson took Alex¬ 
opulos into custody yesterday after¬ 
noon and he was turned over to Con¬ 
stable Martin Walsh of Redwood City, 
who took him to the county jail. 

According to. Koutris, Alexopulos 
arrived from Greece only a few days 
ago and the assault took place only a 
few hours later. Alexopulos formerly 
worked at the packing house about 
six years, then went back to Greece, 
returning a few days ago. 

Koutris claims that Alexopulos is 
an agent of an old enemy of his who 
succeeded in assassinating his father 
in Greece several years ago. 

Koutris says he came to America 
to escape from the clutches of his 
murderous enemy, and he lived safely 
until a short time ago, when he re- 
[ ceived a letter from his old enemy in 
Greece. 

Alexopulos arrived in this city a 
few days later, he says, and told Kou¬ 
tris he would land him in the ceme¬ 
tery, evidently intending to kill Kou¬ 
tris.
